| The pessimistic commuter was

There are grave dangers and it 
is well taat we recognize them. 
It is only by recognition that we 
can meet these emergencies. 

We are faced with a terrible 

problem in both Europe and Asia 
due tothe breakdown of the 
structure upon which many, peo- 
ples have depended for the ne- 
One aspect of 
this is rather grimly dealt with 
in a current commentary by Prof 
Vincerit Harlow, the distinguished 
British historian who acted as of

Ripening The Tomatoes 


Every tomato of course is in- 
doors now, either the 
or wrapped boxes. Here 
some further suggestions for bet 
ter results in ripening green to- 
matoes. 


Should you want to make the 
tomatoes “last” longer, keep 
them in a place as ‘cold as_ pos 


on vines 


in are 


sible. A temperature of 32-35 de- 


grees will practically suspend 
__xripening, Incidentaly, if you wipe 
the fruit with a rag dipped in a 
weak solution formaldehyde 
you can also “suspend” the 
diseases which are apt to take a 
“toll” of stored tomatoes. 

When you want some tomatoes 
ripened quickly, take them from 
the “colder” storage and use the 
old “paper bag” system. This sys 
tem allows you to control the 
number of tomatoes you wish 
ripened fast. 

Place about eight or ten good 
sized tomatoes in a paper bag. 
The thicker quality grocery-store 
bags are good. Tie the top tightly 
with strong string and suspend 
the bag in any convenient place 
in the house. 

If you -want tomatoes to ripen 
in a very short time, the tempera 
ture where the bag is hung should 
be quite high. This ‘is generally 
near the ceiling of any room. 
Some gardeners hang the bag 
near the stove or other warmer 
part of the house but always high 
up near the ceiling 

By trying several convenient 
places, you can make a check 
for future reference on-just how 
many days each place takes to 
ripen the tomatoes. 

Several of you -reader-garden- 
ers have suggested that I pass 
on their system, described above, 
but in addition Yhey put two of 
three apples in ¢he bottom of the 
bag.
